' As we near the end of the third 
month of this session of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, we are reaching 
the point when important legisla­ 
tion that will affect the people of 
this state will be passed.

Gov't Meetings Open to Public 


S P R IN G F IE L D C F ' — An anti- 
aecrecy bill to re q u ire all m eetings 
of state, county and m unicipal gov­ 
e rn m e n ta l units to be open to the 
public was in tro d u ced today in the 
Illinois House. 
The bill was sponsored by Rep. 
Paul 
Simon 
(D -Troy), a 
weekly 
n ew sp ap er publisher, and followed 
a model bill proposed by Sigma 
Delta 
Chi, 
national 
professional 
jo u rn alism fratern ity . 


The bill provided th a t all m ee t­ 
ings of “g o verning bodies of the 
state, counties, 
tow nships, cities, 
villages, in co rp o rated towns, school 
boards 
and 
o th e r 
m unicipalities, 
boards, b u reau s, 
com m issions 
or 
o th e r organizations of this state 
w hich are su p p o rte d in whole or in 
part by public funds or which ex­ 
pend public fu n d s shall be public 
m eetings . . 
T he bill ex em p ted m eetings of 
the Illinois C om m erce Com mission 
and the P arole and Pardon Board 
at w hich decisions are delib erated 
and m eetings w h ere the acquisi­ 
tion or sale of real estate is being 
considered “ provided that no o th er 
portion of such m eetin g s shall be 
closed to th e public." 


A sk Open M eetings 


A lso 
exem p ted 
from 
the 
bill 
w ere grand and p etit ju ry sessions 
and cases “ w h e re the constitution 
provides th at a g o v ern m en tal unit 
can hold secret m eetin g s.” 


The bill provided that a court 
m ay issue w rits of m an d am u s to 
force governm ental units under the 
bill to hold open m eetings. 
The bill provided penalties of a 
fin e up to $100 or 30 days in jail 
or both. 
The bill said it should be public 
policy of the state that “boards, 
councils, public com m issions and 
oth er public agencies exist to aid 


in the conduct of the P eop le’s b u si­ 
n ess" and th a t it is “the intent of 
this act th at th eir actions be taken 
openly an d that th eir d e lib e r a tio n 
be c o n d u cted openly."
